Feds May Look
At Land Again

A local man has received a
letter from the General Serv-
ices Administration, informing
him that the Torrance Schools’
application for 26 acres of
surplus Navy land is still be-
ing considered and that it was |
seeking to resolve the problem|
to “satisfaction of all concern- l
ed.”

Charles Deck, president of |
the Torrance Property Owners |
Assn,, had written, supporting
the schools’ application for the
land, which would be used to
expand Torrance High athletic
facilities.

A letter from Curtis A. Roos,
director of disposal for the
GSA in Washington, said, in
part:

“If it can be shown that there
is, no other suitable property
available within the school dis-
trict limits that can be acquir-
ed at a price substantially low-
er than the value of the 26
acres, our decision to deny the
assignment will be reconsider-
ed. |

“Representatives of the San
Francisco Regional Office are
presently working closely with
Mr. Hull in an effort to re.|
solve the problem to the satis- |
faction of all concerned.”

The GSA turned down the
district - application for the
land, saying it was better suit-
ed for industrial use. However,
Superintendent J. H. Hull ap-
pealed the action, declaring
that the Torrance situation is
